‘The “Mormon Problem.” 
Our cotemporary—the Daily Telegraph—is 


tickled, because it thinks, or appears to think, 


¢hat there is a difficult intricacy in solving the 
“Mormon problem.“ It is tras that a great 
many of the American journals, in comment- 
ing on the practice of polygamy and the doc- 
trine of blood atonement, as practiced by 
Mormons in Utah, confound these barbarous 
practices with Mormonism; and not unfre- 
quently speak of them as convertible terms. 
This error does not arise from any disposition 
en their part to misrepresent the faith of the 
people of Utah. In fact, American journals 
gare as little abont Mormonism, as a religious 
belief, as they do about any other ism; and 
the adherents of that faith can believe in Mor. 
monism until yesterday comes back, if they 


want to, and there will be none to Holes in 


them os make them afraid. What American 
journals endeavor to combat is the beathenish 
practices of polygamy and blood atonement, 
introduced in Utah, and practiced here, in 


violation of all lawa, natural, human and di- 


vine. This is the “Mormon problem” spoken 
ef. The sacred name of religion has been 
invoked to bolster up these hideous monstroc- 
fties; and the Brigham-Young-wing of the 
Mormon Church have put forth more of an 
effort to attach these two flagrant outrages to 
the Mormon faith, than they have to spread 
that faith abroad. Tasy are vary careful not 
to preach these two repulsive practices across 
the seas, as n part of their doctrine. If either 
is based on revelation.“ as pretended, then 


_ the missionaries who visit Europe do not 


spenk the whole truth. They only preach 
part of it, and are guilty of duplicity. 

If they are not, then the diynitaries here 
are the ones guilty of duplicity. Cer- 
tain it is, thatthe sons of the Mormon pro- 
phet, Joe Smith, denounce aud condemn the 
onious practices, as being alike repugnant to 
religion and society; and that their offence is 
rank and smells to heaven. They proclaim 
in trumpet tones that Brigham Young is an 
imposter, in fastening such hideous practices 
on the faith. . 

‘The problem“ then, is these practices, on- 
grafted by dogged perseverance on the relig- 
ious views of a portion of the faithful; and 
when the Goverament is urged by the public 
journals and public sentiment, to put an end 
to them, the Mormon leaders and Mormon 
press tune their pipes to the cry of a religions 
persecution. The American people are very 
sengjtive in the matter of freedom of religious 
belief. All religious beliefs are not only tol- 
erated but protected by law; no maiter how 
absurd such beliefs may appear to those who 
do not concur! The genius of our institu- 
tion allows no interference between man and

MORMONISM DEFINED. 


‘A recent article in the Post, touching mild- 
ly on the abominations practiced by Brigham 

oung and bis followers, appears to have 
touched a tender place iu the Salt Lake Itle- 
graph, aud it thereupon devotes a couple of 
editorials to the Post. The Jelegraph builds 
its article on this kind of theory: ‘The legal- 
izing gf prostitu ion is advocated in some ot 
the 5 Polygamy ia no worse than pros- 
titation, therefore why disturb it?” This kind 
of argument is its own refutation, and would 
not merit a reply were it not for the following 

rtions: 

„There is something said in general terms 
about infamous and detestible criminal pruc- 
tices, pernicious and demoralizing institu- 
tions, hostility toward resident unbelievers 
and the Federal Government and its officers, 
intimidating courts, defiance to the Jaws, lo- 

y legalized abominations, and so on. 

„We have lived in this city quite a time, 
and must confesa to utter ignorance of the 
prevalence hereabout of the crimes somewhat 
indefinitely preferred by the Post. 

We are in a great loss to know what those 
infamous and detestable criminal practices, 
rnicious and demoralized institutions mean. 
We have not the ren.otest idea of any such 
things in connection with the people of Utah. 

„A to hostility to unbelieving residents, to 
the Federal Government and Federal officers, 
as such, itis entirely a mistake. 

‘Intimidation of courts and defiancs of the 
law we know nothing of.” 


In law, when a witness testifies that he 
knows nothing of the circumstances of the 
case, his evidence goes for naught. Perhaps 
in this case, ‘‘ignorance is biss, and the 

thinks it ‘‘folly to be wise,” or, its 
ignorance may be attributed to the truthfal- 
ness of the statement in the Alla Culifornia 
that ‘‘Mormonism is eminently European and 
representing the lowest class of European so- 
ciety. This “lowest class” are not accounta- 
ble for their neglected education. We havé 
chosen the above morceaus from the article to 
show the elegant style of negative evidence 
with which they expect not only tb satisfy 
the popular mind with the loyalty and law 
abiding proclivities of the Mormon people, 
but it is « characteristic specimen of the only 
kind of evidence that bas ever been drawn 
from one of their poople in a United States 
court of justice, when un Mormon was charged 
with crime. Read the record of the investi- 


gations and see. The 7: says the 
charges of the Post were indefinite. Very 
well! We will make them specific. 


On the 18th of March, 1849, the 2 of 
Utah met in convention and established the 
„State of Deseret.” In the preamble to the 
Constitution adopted, it was asserted that it 
was *‘a free and independent government,” 
notwithstanding that all the territory within 
its limits had been ceded to the United States 
by Mexico in 1848. Brigham Young was 
elected Governor. ‘There was no Enabling 
Act ever passed by Congress giving them the 
right to erect a State; therefore the formation 
of this ‘‘free and independent government” 
within the territory of the United States with- 
out its sanction, was an overt act of hostility. 
The hostility to Federal officers after the 
Territory bad been formed, requiring the 
presence of United States troops to insure 
their safety, a column of Federa WAS 
started for Utah in the autumn of 1857, under 
command of Genera Harney, which com- 
mand was subsequently transferred to Colonel 
A. 8. Johnson. On their approach across 
the plains, Young issued bis famous procla- 
mation. containing the following: 

“I, Brigham Young, Governor and Super- 
intendent of Indian Affairs for the Territory 
of Utah, in the name of the people of the 
United States in the Territory of Utah, forbid,

tion from coming into this Territory, under 
whatever. 

„That all forces in said Territory 
hold themselves in readiness to march at a

In a sermon, preached September 16, of the 


— 


same year, Brigham Young said: 


“This people are free; they are not in bond- 
age to any government ou God’s foot-stool. 
* * * We have borne enough of their op- 
pression and hellish abuse, and we will not 
stand any more of it. * They say 
that their army is legal, and I say that such 
a statement is false us hell, and that they are 
as rotten as an old pumpkin that has been 
frozen seven times and then melted in a har- 


vest sun. Come on with your thousands of 
illegaliy ordered troops, and I will promise 
you, in the name of Israel's God, that you 


shali melt away as the snow before a July 
sun. You might as well tell me that you can 
make hell into a powder house as to tell me 
that you could let ay army be here and have 
peace; and I intend to tell them and show 
them this if they do not stay away.” 

Heber C. Kimball said: 


„Is there a collision between us and the 
United States? No! We have not collashed; 
that is the word that sounds nearest to what 
I mean. But now, the thread is cut between 
them and us, and we will never gybe again 
no never, worlds without end. Do as you 
are told, and Brigham Young will never leave 
the governorship of this 8 from this 
time henceforth and forever. No. Never. 
And there shall be no wicked Judge with his 
w-——- ever sit in our courts again; for all who 
are against Israel are an abomination to me 
and our God. 

These sermons were published in the Des- 
erel News. . 

To Powell, of Ky., and Ben. McCallough, 
who were afterwards appointed commissioners 
to Utah, Young and Wells acknowledged they 
had destroyed government trains with the 
army. President Buchanan, the man who 
had lived past his day of usefalness, a vaacil- 
lating doting nonentity, issued a proclamation 
of ;ardon. The Mormon Church dictated 
movements and location of the Federal troops; 
they were disposed of in remote districts, and 
so ended the farce. 

On the 7th of Jannary, 1863, Jadge Cradle- 
baugh stated in the House of Representatives 
that ‘‘while he was an Associate Justice of 
Utah, the Grand Juries utterly refused to do

Judge Cradlebaugh visited the scene of the|

He took affid. vits and iaaned 
warrants for the arrest of thirty-eight Mor- 
mons including three Bishops, when orders 
were received from Washington to withdraw 
the military and so ended, for the time at 
least, the investigation. Brigham Young, 
Superintendent of Indian Affairs at the time, 
made no mention of ths massacre in his re- 
port. The Deseret News made no mention of 
it for several months. The Indians, apostate

Spangler, (?) sworn to as authentic by he 
nesses, aud admitted last winter by the widow 
of Spangler () to be his handwriting, ordering 
the murder of over forty teamsters wh had in- 
curred the displeasure of the Mormon digni- 
taries. This order is published in a report in 
the United States Congress last winter, 
In December of 1862, Governor Hardi 
sent in his message to the Utah Legislature, 
in which the following passages occur: 


“I lay it down as a sound proposition that 
no community can happily exist with an in. 
stitution so important as that of i 
wanting in all those qualities that make # 
homogenial with institutions and laws of 
nei ring civilized communities having the 
came object. Anomalies in the moral world 
cannot long exist in a state of mere abeyanes; 
they must, from the very nature of thi 
become aggressive, or they will soon di 
pear from the force of conflicting ideas. 

„That plurality of wives is tolerated and be- 
lieved to be right may not appear so strange; 
but that a mother and her danghters are al- 
lowed to fulfill the duties of wives to the t me 
hasband, or that a man could be found in all 
Christendom who could be induced to take up- 
on himself such a relationship, is, perhaps, no 
less a marvel in morals than in matters ef 
taste. The bare fact that such practices ar 
tolerated amongst you is sufficient evidence 
that the human passions, whether excited by 
religious ſunaticiam or otherwise, must be 
restrained and subjected to laws to which ai 
must yield obedience. Much to my astoniah- 
ment, I have not been able to find any law 
upon the statutes of this Territory regulating 
marriage.
